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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have demonstrated that two related neurotrophins, NT-4/5 and BDNF were 
overexpressed in breast cancer tissues but were not detected in the plasma of the 
breast cancer patients. This shows the unpredictability of correlating overexpression 
of a nerve growth factor in breast tissue to the corresponding detection of the factor in 
blood.
